LITTLE LESSONS IN FINANCE 

Thousands of Americans exper- 
ienced their first lesson in finnnce 
•when they made their initial pur- 
chases of Liberty Bonds. To most of 
them a bond was a mystery, some- 
thing sinister that smacked of fren- 
zied finance and the seats of Mam- 
mon.

And he traded them gaily colored 
and equally highly illuminated certif- 
icates of stock in wild-cat companies 



and fly-by-night ventures in ex- 
change for their Liberty Bonds. And 
right speedily these certificates 
proved to be worthless and the pro- 
moters vanished into thin air. 
this was the end of the 
lesson. 

Now the Liberty Bond investor is 
taking his third degree. He is learn- 
ing to hold on to his Liberty Bond 
like a hound pup to a hot 
cake. He is finding out that nothing 
on earth is a better investment, a

MR. LOGAN S LETTER 
In this issue we reproduce a letter from Mr. M. M. Logan, Chairman 
of the State Tax Commission. In it Mr. Logan rests his case on the total 
mm that will be paid the State this year as compared with last year. 
We have never discussed at any time, nor are' we concerned, in totals.

have repeated since and what we now reiterate is: 

First: That this law, backed by the corporation lawyers and 
interests of the State, shifts, in the main, the burden of taxation from 
personalty to realty. 

Second: That Mr. James T. Bnmes, our former Assessor raised 
onr assessment last year over two millions of dollars under pressure 
from Mr. M. M. Logan. That notwithstanding this increase and the 
promise of Mr. R. L. Greene, another member of the Commission and 
Mr. Ben Marshall, its clerk, in a public meeting here, that an laaiMM 
«f twenty per cent, would be satisfactory to the Commission, another 
million was added by the Commission, making over three million in all 
and the promise absolutely ignored. 

Third: That Mr. H. F. Howell, our County Tax Commissioner ann 
Deputies, at Mr. Logan's suggestion, are this year requiring another 
twenty per cent, increase on farm lands and ten per cent, on city lots. 

We further assert that it is the purpose of the Frankfort gang to 
constantly increase valuations, so that ultimately very much more will 
Le paid by landowners than now. 

For these and other reasons, the elimination of Mr. Lognn by the 
quick acceptance of his resignation cannot possibly hurt Montgomery 
County, and again we say "Exit Mr. Logan" and the sooner the better.

WARNING TO EMPLOYERS 

Due to the scarcity of labor in 
this community, it is reported that 
children are being employed contrary 
to the provisions of the Kentucky 
Statutes. The law especially pro- 
vides thnt "No children under four- 
teen years of age shnll be employed 
in any business or service whatever, 
fa ling any period of the term during 
which the public schools of the dis- 
tricts are in session," and it further 
provides that "N'o children between 
the ages of fourteen and sixteen 
years shall be employed unless the 
person or corporation employing 
them procures employment certifi- 
cates, as required by law. 

The penalty provided by law is a 
fine for any parent or guardian who 
permits the children to be employed, 
also a fine for the employer for such 
a charge after notification by an 
officer. 

Employment certificates mny be 
issued only by the local superintend- 
ent of schools or by the person au- 
thorized by him in writing, acting in 
his name.

Somewhere in France, 

August 4th. 1018. 

Dear Father: 

This lonesome Sunday nnd will 
drop you a few lines to let you know 
I am ull 0. K., hope this will find 
all the same. I am sure working hard 
since I have been here, but I am in 
a place now where you have to work 
out of it. Not a very big place where 
1 am now. but cx|>cet to be at one 
larger soon. You can imagine where 
I am, in hearing distances of it now.

back to the good old United States. 

The women sure do work here;

ns well iis for farmers, industrial 
operatives and the noble women 
daily laboring for the support nnd 
comfort of our own nnd the allied 
armies, nnd. 

Whereas, The control of this 
disense, if successful, must come

lntion cannot be made complete; it 
advises people to keep away from nil 
places of assembly in any community 
where the disense is prevailing; nnd 
it' hereby expressiy forbids public 
funerals for those dead of the 
diease and forbids itinerant shows of 
exhibits within the limits of this 
Commonwealth. If these precautions 
every kind from entering or making 
are demanded by public sentiment 
nnd systematically carried out by 
everv familv and community, there 
need be little cause for alarm, and 
the disease will soon be under 
control.

CROWDER DEFINES 

SLACKER WEDDINGS 

New editions of revised selective 
service regulations issued by Provost 
Marshal General Crowder fix August 
5 as the date from which draft 
bourds shall disregard marriages of 
men who registered on September 12 
as ground for exemption. The so- 
called slacker marriage provision 
says: 

"The fact of dependency resulting 
from marriage of a registrant of the 
class of September, 1918, who has 
married since the date of the intro- 
duction in Congress of the act re- 
quiring his registration, to-wit, Aug- 
ust 5, 1918, will be disregarded as 
a ground for deferred classifica- 
tion." 

The new edition, containing re- 
drafts of some provisions under the 
new man-power law, is issued as a 
guide to all draft boards, and incor- 
porates a number of minor changes 
in procedure and method*, designed 
to facilitate their work, as well as 
provisions to make the wider exemp-
